Dear  Mrs.  Hearst: 

It  was  a  very  keen  pleasure  to  have  your 
generous  telegram  this  porning;  for  I  had  be- 
come convinced  you  were  sick.  I  was  as  sure, 
of  course,  that  you  would  answer  my  letter, 
one  way  or  the  other,  as  that  the  sun  will  rise. 
And  as  I  had  not  heard  of  your  absence,  and  at 
last  advices  you  were  sick,  I  had  become  very 
anlttous  about  you;  and  had  written  friends  in 
the  north  to  learn  if  you  were  seriously  ill. 
No  answer  had  yet  come,  and  your  wire  is  my 
first  reassurance. 

I  hardly  know  how  to  thank  you  for  your  fine 
and  generous  respoBse  to  my  cry  for  a  friend 
In  extremis.  It  was  a  wonderfully  close  shave. 
I  cannot  write  about  it;  but  when  I  see  you  I 
shall  tell  you  of  the  tragedy  that  was  averted 

only  by  a  few  hours. 
Dr.  Jordan  came  to  my  rescue  like  the  true 


friend  he  is;  and  tho'  without  resources,  un- 
dertook  to  raise  $1000  of  the  necessary  sum. 
I  found  after  cable  correspondence  with  Ban- 
del  ier  that  $2400  was  the  smallest  sum  that  wd. 
release  him  from  his  debts  in  La  Paz — the  poor 
man  had  had  no  money  from  that  precious  Museum 
in  over  a  yeari — and  bring  him  to  California. 
In  my  extremity,  I  fortunately  bethought  me  of 
a  lady  in  Pasadena  who  knows  Bandelier,  and 
got  her  to  loan  me  $1500  on  my  note,  on  demand 
after  four  months,  without  interest.  Dr.  Jor- 
dan was  also  so  kind  as  to  attend  to  the  cablin 
which  had  to  be  done  from  San  Francisco  and 
through  Grace  &  Co.,  which  savepme  a  trip  up 
there.  So  I  sent  him  up  the  money;  and  tonight 
have  a  wire  from  him  that  Grace  has  cabled  it 
to  La  Pass.  When  I  can  tell  you  face  to  face  the| 
whole  circtimstance,  you  will  comprehend  how  I 
feel — as  one  saved  from  the  jaws  of  Fate.  And 
I  am  as  deeply  grateful  to  you  as  if  it  had  been] 
your  money  that  w  £nt  to  save  our  genius. 

Bandelier  cabled  me  Saturday  that  he  would 
start  just  as  soon  as  he  received  the  money. 
So  in  a  few  weeks  he  should  be  here.  I  mean  to 
bring  him  straight  down  here  to  rest  with  us 
awhile,  and  to  get  posted  up  on  the  trend  of 
matters  in  American  science  — wh.  has  changed 
its  face  much  since  he  left  the  U.S.  ten  years 
ago  on  the  longest,  hardest  and  most  exhaustive 


exploration  (beyond  any  comparison)  ever  un- 
dertaken by  an  American  scientist. 

After  a  few  weeks  with  us,  I  am  going  to  take 
him  and  his  wife  north  to  present  them  to  the 
people  they  ought  to  know  and  that  ought  to  know| 
them.  I  trust  you  will  let  me  bring  them  to  you. 
I  want  them  to  know  our  two  great  universities 
and  the  people  who  vitalize  them.  I  want  them 
to  come  in  touch  with  the  forces  that  are  mak- 
ing for  scholarship  here.  And  later,  I  want  them| 
to  find  their  due  place  in  that  great  scheme, 
which  needs  nothing  else  so  much  as  it  needs 
people  of  their  calibre  as  beacons  to  the  stu- 
dent body. 

I  earnestly  hope;from  your  journey  east,  that 
you  are  quite  recovered.!  wish  that  in  returningl 
home  next  month  you  could  come  this  way  and  stop| 
and  see  us  a  bit.  You  have  never  seen  my  Stonejc 
Pile  yet;  and  it  is  growing  fast — for  I  real- 
ized that  I  was  too  much  at  the  desk,  these  last| 
six  months,  and  am  now  hitting  the  mortarboard 
pretty  hard,  to  the  great  betterment  of  my  feel-| 
ings.

ber •  If  I  knew  vour  address 
I  would  sand  a  little  T)am- 
pluet  we  have  just  issued: 
but  I  fear  it  would  not  be 
forwarded  as  I  ajn  askinp* 
your  son  to  forward  this'  let- 
ter. Second  class  mail  ssotis 
to  stand  a  poor  show  except 
when  it  goes  direct. 

But  brief  Ijr  we  have  pitched 
in  verj^  hard  on  the  folk-songs 
and  the  miseum  nlan.  Fe  have 
alread^r  over  450  phonograph- 
ic records,  nostlv  Spanisn 
songs,  but  including" over  a 
hundred  Indian  songs  in  twen- 
ty-four distinct  languaQss. 
Art,hur  Farwell  has  been  here 
with  me  for.  a  couple  months 
transcribing  these  songs  and 
has  a  long  job  ahead  of  him 
yet.  We  expect  to  have  a  won- 
derful volume  of  them. 

The  Society  has  also  raised 
a  special  lund  and  purchased 
a  collection  of  34  old  pain- 
ting, which  formerly  hung 
m  the  Franciscan  Missions 
of  Southern  California.  This 
collection  was  about  to  be 
taken  away  from  here  and  we 
captured  it  just  in  time. 
Among  the  pictures  is  an 
Old  Jmster  of  great  value: 
and  no  less  than  16  paintings 
are  in  their  third  century. 
We  also  have  purchased  a  "^ 
verj^  valuable  archeo logical 


collection  of  Southern  Cali- 
fornia. With  the  coming 
year  we  expect  the  parent  In- 
stitute will  be  pretty  gen- 
erous to  us  in  letting  us 
spend  our  own  money  in  our 
own  way — and  if  so  we  will 
do  some thinp^  worth  while. 
We  want,  within  a  year  from 
now,  to  have  actually  under 
construction  the  beginning 
of  a  fire-proof  free  public 
museiom  of  the  Southwest 
in  which  to  accumulate  and 
preserve  the  objects  of  sci- 
entific, historical  and 
art  interest  which  belong  to 
the  Southwest.  Our  people 
are  taking  hold  of  the  idea 
well  and  I  believe  we  shall 
make  a  great  success. 

The  magazine  is  p louring 
steadily  on  and  we  believe 
has  a  better  future  than  ever. 
The  Indian  work  also  is  very  v 
encouraging  and  we  are  buildw^ 
UT)  a  strong  local  coimcil  of   I 
the  Sequoya  League  which  ex- 
pects to  do  serious  things 
this  winter  for  the  relief 
of  some  of  the  worst  abuses 
among  the  Indians  of  this  sec- 
tion. 

I  hope  that  you  are  having 
a  pleasant  sojourn,  {jetting 
thoroughly  rested  anct  buila- 
ing  up  your  health  permanent- 
ly.

I  have  been  trying  ever  since 


Moody  gave  rae  the  sudden  ners  of  your  return,  to 
write  to  you;  but  arn  afflicted  with  irry  old  disease 
and  still  undertaking  new  responsibilities,  "^bj 
hours  have  made  it  almost  irnpoBsible  to  do  even 
the  most  urgent  correspondence. 

I  ain  more  than  glad  to  know  that  you  are 
back  in  CJod's  Country.  It  has  seemed  wrong  always 
to  have  vou  out  of  California— and  during  all  yoxjr 
abs-nce  I  could  not  find  the  way  to  you,  thou^ 
I  tried  a  dozen  times  at  leasts  I  sent  several 
letters  along  tliB  itinerary  you  kindly  gave  hb  at 
your  departure,  but  having  had  no  answer  fear  they

Briefly,  we  are  all  very  well,  happy, 


and  hardworked*  Tlie  magazine  has  pegged  away  in 
a  consei-vative  but  persistent  fashion,  has  not  be- 
come stampeded  by  its  worst  necessities,  haa  not 
tried  to  do  the  impossible-— and  is  now,having 
found  the  always  necessary  thing,  a  good  advertising 
man,  slowly  but  steadily  creeping  up.  It  has  not 
been  easy  sledding  — I  rryself  have  not  had  a  cent 
from  it  in  the  year  1905  for  all  my  v/ork — but  we

As  you  may  have  heard  I  have  undertaken 
*  the  Los  Angeles  Public  Librai^r.and  azn  no  longer  a 
free  person.  I  have  to  laave  homeland  go  without 
smoking  many  hours  a  day,  and  go  through  various 
routines  that  are  Tonaccustomed.   But  it  is  a  good 
game  and  I  enjoy  playing  it«  There  is  a  chance 
to  do  on  a  large  scale  a  lasting  service  to  this 
public;  and  it  is  a  pleasure  to  do  it.  I  have  been 
at  work  there  a  month  and  a  half  and  feel  g;reatly 
encouraged  by  the  progress  already  made  in  an  in- 
stitution which  was  very  much  in  the  ruts  of  "trairedl 
librarians",  namely,  an  amusement  center  organized 
for  the  handing  out  of  books.  We  still  hand  out 
books'^ but  we  are  rnaking  vital  progress  in  the  more 


iniportajit  and  more  lasting  functions  of  a  big  pub- 
lic library. 

If  I  can 
divorce  her  from  that  fat  baby,  now  nearing  13 
months  old,  I  shall  senc^  her  down  to  the  beach  for 
a  while  to  rest.  She  does  not  wish  to  leave  him^ 
and  she  gets  no  rest  with  him.  Turbese'  is  shooting 
up  fast,  and  Quiiou  is  growing  too.  The  baby  is  the 
"buster"  of  all.  He  runs  everyv»;here,  ie  far  larger 
than  any  of  the  others  were  at  his  age,  and  is  a 
pretty  good  specimen  every  way. 

The  Landmarks  work  has  taken  a  fine  spurt 
this  year;  the  Sequoya  League  is  more  active  than 
ever»and  I  leave, on  Monday,  to  take  Senator  Flint 
on  a  tour  among  the  starving  Canipo  Indians,  hoping 
that  he  can  secure  congressional  aid  to  give  them 
land  on  which  they  can,  by  hard  work,  refrain  from 
starving.  As  for  the  Archaeological  Institute  of 
America,  our  Soutliwest  Society  has  been  bom  and 
growed  up  since  your  departure,  and  has  now  more  than 
a  hundred  members  above  any  other  society  in  the  In- 
stitute. We  have  330  members  and  are  growing  all 
the  time.  We  are  actively  at  work  now  on  the  plans 
for  a  free  public  museuin,to  be  controlled  by  the 


society;  ejid  we  have  already,  by  purchase,  gift, 
end  pledge,  enough  to  make  a  pretty  good  museum  at 

the  outset. 

I  am  sending  you  some  of  our  "literature". 

The  Bishop  of  this  diocese  has  agreed  to  place  in  " 
the  museum  all  the  relics  of  the  Mission  regime. 
The  Fr'^rnont  relics  are  coming  to  us  ,  and  we  already 
have  the  flag  that  Fremont  unfixrled  on  the  crest 
of  the  Rocky  Mountains,  in  1842.  The  Libby  prison 
flag  is  also  pledged  to  us.  And  so  the  work  is 

plougl-iing  ahead. 

I  don't  know  when  I  can  get  North;  but 

when  I  do  I  shall  look  forward  with  special  pleasure 

to  seeing  you.  And  I  hope  to  find  you  not  only  rich'

er  for  the  pleasaait  expeitences  of  your  long  journey 
but  rested  and  established  in  health.
